ROME, Jan. 17—Cardinal 
seph E. Ritter of St. Louis, 
was notified officially yesterday 
of his election to the Sacred Col- 
lege of Cardinals, received visits 
today from members; of the 
diplomatic corps accredited to 
the Holy See 

Among the first ambassadors 
calling on the new Cardinal were 
those from Great Britain, ‘Ire- 
land, Argentina, Portugal, Haiti, 
France, Brazil, Monaco, Spain, 
Venezuela, The Netherlands, 
Japan and the Phil! ippines 

However, Jose Virgilio Suarez 
Carreno, the Cuban charge 
d'affaires, was not among those 
Visiting Cardinal Ritter, although 
he had paid his respects earlier 
to the two new South American 
Cardinals, Luis Concha Cardoba, 
Archbishop of Bogota, and Jose 
Humberto Quintero, Archbishop 
of Caracas.

Deliberate Avoidance. 

Vatican sources expressed the 
belief the Cuban diplomat had 
deliberately avoided Cardinal 
Ritter because of the recent 
break in diplomatic relations be- 
tween Cuba and United 
States 

Suarez Carreno a reporter 
he tried to pay a call on Ritter. 
“Unfortunately,” he sa id, 
when I arrived the North 
American College was too 
late, and the visiting period had 
ended.

Much of yesterday was taken 
up with visits from the 28 other 
cardinals and scores of lower 
ranking prelates. At the end of 
the day, Cardinal Ritter . re- 
marked the day had: not been 
a tiring one for him. 

“One cannot get tired on a 
day such as this one,” he said. 


Can No Longer Drive. 

Now that he is a Prince of 
the Church, Cardinal Ritter must 
give up one of his most cher- 
ished pleasures—that of driving 
his own automobile. 

The rule against cardinal 
dfiving his own car is one of 
the many limitations set up in 
a 95-item book on the conduct 
of cardinals published by the 
Catholic Church's Sacred Con- 
gregation of Cermonial. 

The reason for the restrictions 
is that, in public, a cardinal is 
second in dignity only to the 
Pope, although his private life 
may be simple and ascetic. 
Therefore, the church has pre- 
scribed elaborate grees gov- 
erning his actions. 

After the red hat is placed on 
Cardinal Ritter’s head by Pope 
John XXIIL in a public con- 
sistory Thursday at St. Peter's 
Basilica, the St. Louis Arch- 
bishop no longer may hop into a 
taxicab, as he often has done.

Fasenmyer, a burglar, had had 
his appendix removed at the hos- 
pital last Saturday. His room on 
the fourth floor was under 24- 
hour guard. C. J. Watkins and 
Theodore Lutz were on duty as 
guards when they found Fasen- 
myer’s bed empty at 10:55 p.m. 

Police from St. Louis county, 
Clayton and Ladue were called 
immediately, along with addi- 
tional sheriff's deputies. The 
officers surrounded the hospital 
and searched the interior with- 
out success. The cordon around 
the building was maintained all 
night.

Officers made a room-by-room 
search of the hospital today, but 
found no trace of Fasenmyer or | 
his clothing. Sheriff Frank Ma- 
lone said the prisoner must have | 
had someone waiting outside 
with an automobile to aid in his 
escape.

LEGISLATION 10 
END RACIAL BIAS 


Recommends Plan to 


Gov. Dalton Involving 
Union Membership, 
Houses, Privileges in 


Public Places.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17— 
Missouri should enact a fair em- 
ployment practices act and other 
legislation against racial dis- 
crimination, the state’s Human 
Rights Commission said today. 


In a report to Gov. John M. | 
Dalton, the commission recom- | 
mended a five- ~point legislative | 


program. 


The commission said the state 
should: 


1, Recognize and declare to 
be a civil right the opportunity 
to seek, obtain and hold em- 
ployment and obtain union mem- 
bership without discrimination 
because of race, creed, color, 
national ancestry or origin. 


‘2. Eliminate and prevent dis- 
criminatory practices in places 
of public accommodation. 


‘3. Guarantee equal oppor- 
tunity in the obtaining of public- 
ly assisted housing 

‘4. Guarantee equal opportu- 
nity in the obtaining of appren- 
ticeship training, when said 
courses are supported in whole 
or in part with federal or state 
tax monies. ~ 

‘5. Create a minority groups 
section within the State Division 
of Employment Security.”’ 


Rev. Maher Chairman. 


The chairman of the commis- 
sion is the Rev. Trafford P. 
Maher S.J., chairman of the 
education department at St. 
Louis University. Gregory E. 
Shinert of Jefferson City, execu- 
tive director of the commission, 
said he believed the study was 
the most thorough of its type 
ever conducted in any state. 

The commission said ‘‘discrim- 
inatory practices do not seem to 
be evident in registration or vot- 
ing, in library services and fa- 
cilities, transportation and in the 
majority of medical facilities 
and services,’’ except for em- 
ployment policies in those fields. 


It found the most 
discrimination”’ 
commodations. 

‘Negroes are phohibited from 
using the eating and sleeping ac- 
commodations in the majority of 
Missouri’s hotels, motels, re- 
sorts, res\aurants, dining rooms, 
cafes, soda fountains, drug store 
and department store eating 
facilities,"’ the commission re- 
ported. 

Segregated Facilities. 

*‘In most cases in Missouri, 
Negro may order food to ‘take 
out’ or to eat in a back room 
or segregated part of the fa- 
cility, but he is refused permis- 
sion to eat on the premises. 

“Exceptions may be found in 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Jo- 
seph, Springfield, Columbia, 
Clayton and in a few other 
areas. Public accommodations 
in rural areas of Missouri are 
almost non-existent.”’ 


The commission described dis- 
crimination against Negroes in 
the field of public and private 
employment as ‘“‘serious.”’ 


It said that ‘“‘discrimination in 
employment is most prevalent 
in the denial of initial opportu- 
nity for employment, whether by 
private companies, public agen- 
cies, union organizations, ap- 
prenticeship training, discrimi- 
natory advertising, or employ- 
ment agencies. 

‘When employed at all, Ne- 
proes are not employed on the 
basis of fitness, training, educa- 
tion or experience qualifications 
for existing jobs, but fill mostly 
menial and unskilled. occupa- 
tions.” 


Common in Trade Unions. 


Segregation and _ discrimina- 
tion are common practices in 
several building trades, crafts 
and railroad unions, the com- 
mission found. In many unions, 
Negroes are excluded altogether, 
it added. 

As to housing, the commission 
reported that ‘‘restrictions are 
practiced in both the sale and 
rental of private housing, and 
Negroes are generally excluded | 
from suburban and other outly- 
ing residential districts.”

Link then told Maxey that 
Calvin started coming toward 
him in a threatening manner and 
Link grabbed his shotgun, which 
he had bought that morning at a 
store in Grover. Lind said he 
fired twice. When_ Calvin still 
kept coming, Link fired three 
shots from his .38 caliber pistol, 
Maxey testified he was told, 

Shotgun in Evidence. 

Maxey recalled that when 
Link went to his automobile to 
get the shotgun to surrender it 
to the authorities, the gun was 
accidentally discharged. As the 
weapon was being introduced in 
evidence and was being exam- 
ined, Circuit Judge Joseph T. 
Tate cautioned the lawyers to 
make sure it was not loaded. 

At that moment, there was a 
loud explosion outside the court- 
room, startling the overflow 
crowd of spectators. It was be- 
lieved to have been a _ sonic 
boom from a jet plane overhead. 

Before Maxey took the stand, 
Franklin County Sheriff H. Bill 
Miller was recalled to the stand 
for cross-examination by Link’s 
counsel, Henry Morris, on a 
statement he had made at last 
night’s session regarding the dis- 


vin when the first shot was fired. 

Miller’s testimony last night 
had been that Link had indicated 
the distance had been 20 to 25 
feet. However, Morris noted that 
at the inquest Miller had said 
Link had pointed out the relative 
positions and Miller had esti- 
mated the distance at about 12'4 
feet, using his own height of 
six feet two inches to make 
the calculation, Miller told the 
jury he had been mistaken at the 


inquest and that the distance was | 


nearer 20 to 25 feet. 
Threat Against Sheriff. 

In his testimony last night, 
Miller admitted under cross-ex- 
amination that Calvin had once 
threatened to kill the sheriff in 
the course of being arrested. 


At first, ‘Miller was unable to 
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recall the incident but when his 
memory was refreshed by Morris 
from the testimony at the in- 
quest, Miller remembered the 
threat in 1958. He said he had 
stopped to question Calvin as he 
was walking along the highway. 

During the conversation, Mil- 
recalled, Calvin made the 
following statement to the sher- 
iff: “If you come around to my 
home again looking for me, I 
am going to kill you.’ Mill 
said he did not take the state- 
ment seriously because the han 
dyman had been drinking 

Miller recalled arresting Cal- 
vin at his Mome earlier in 1958 
at the request of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. William Calvin, 
who live near the Link summer 
place. Miller acknowledged that 
when he entered a bedroom to 
arrest Calvin, the latter was in 
bed but was armed with a shot- 
gun and pistol. 

The sheriff stated it took him 
about 15 minutes to persuade 
Calvin to give up the weapons 
Other occasions on which he 
arrested Calvin occurred in 1956 
on the complaint of Calvin's 
brother, Kenneth, and again 
April 3 on the complaints of the 
parents.

Miss Maude Myers, former 
civil service chairman and Ker- 
ner’s new state personnal direc- 
tor, indicated Dr. Bettag can be 
removed in two ways. She said 
Dr. Gerty could abolish the post 
of turberculosis control officer 
or dismiss Dr. Bettag during 
his six-month probation period. 

Dr. Bettag was the only 
applicant for the post of taber- 
culosis control officer, which has 
been vacant since April, 1959, 
when Dr. Ernest Teller, who 
had held the job, died. Dr. 
Bettag subsequently passed an 
examination for the post. 

Last Friday Dr. Bettag noti- 
fied Stratton’s outgoing person- 
nel director, Robert Perz, that 
he was the only qualified per- 
son for the tuberculosis post. 
Acting as welfare director, Dr.

MAN Bill for Thorough State Tax 


Study Introduced in House 


Measure in Lisi With Dalton Proposals 


Calls for Unpaid Commission 
of 12.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17 
—A bill to create a state tax 
study commission of 12 mem- 
bers to make a thorough exam- 
ination of Missouri's tax struc- 
_ture and recommend a _ long- 
range fiscal plan was _ intro- 
duced in the House today by 
Speaker Thomas D. Graham and 
other Democratic leaders. 

The proposed study commis 
sion is in line with recommenda- 
tions made by Gov, John M 
Dalton last week in his initial 
message to the Legislature. 
Joining with Graham in spon- 
soring the bill were Represen- 
tatives William <A. Geary 
(Dem.), St. Louis, speaker pro 
tem, and James G. Trimble of 
Clay county, majority floor 
leader. 

The commission would be com- 
posed of four Senators, four 
Representatives and four others 
named by the Governor. They 
would receive no compensation 
for their work, but would be paid 
necessary expenses 

Commissions Duties. 

It would be the duty of the 
commission to review the state's 
tax structure, the organization, 
management and personnel poli- 
cies of the various agencies 
charged with collection of taxes 
and to study sources of state 
revenues and the need for addi- 
tional taxes 

The commission would make 
recommendations concerning 
changes in collection procedures 
and the organization of depart 
ments with a view toward better 
co-ordination. 

The group would have author 
ity to summon witnesses and 
take sworn testimony. It would 
make a progress report on its 
activities not later than Jan, 1, 
1963, and make its final report 
by Jan, 1, 1965. 

Among other measures sub- 
mitted in the House today was 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment, offered by Representative 
John L. Rooney (Dem.), Crest 
wood, which would authorize 
enactment of laws to permit 
otherwise qualified voters who 
move within the state within 60 
days prior to any election to 
vote.

Some of the most sig- 
nificant problems facing us dur- 
ing this legislative session 
be those of a fiscal nature. 

[ am sure you 
government costs 
sharply throughout the nation 
over the postwar years, due 
principally to inflation and the 
ever-increasing demand for im- 
proved and expanded services 
These demands have been ex- 
pressed in the form of legisla- 
tion enacted by the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people 

The expansion of Missouri's 
economy has failed to keep pace 
with mounting state expenditures 
in the period since the: second 
World War. A sizable surplu 
has been exhausted and tax in- 
creases have been required to 
balance state budgets. We look 
forward in the next four years 
to more rapid economic expan- 
sion, and to an increase in the 
income the state will secure 
from a growing and healthy 
economy. We cannot expect, 
however, that the effects of 
economic expansion will be im- 
mediately felt in state revenues. 
Consequently, we are faced with 
some pressing but soluble fiscal 
problems as we enter the 196] 
1963 period. 

Would Cut Requests. 

State appropriations for 
present 1959-61 biennium 
nearly $1,100,000,000. The various 
agencies and institutions of the 
state have submitted requests 
totaling $1,421,000,000 for their 
operation during the forthcoming 
biennium. General revenue re- 
quests account for $635,300,000 of 
that amount. 

My recommendation for ap- 
propriations from the general 
revenue fund, based on careful 
examination of the state’s fiscal 
situation, totals $527,456,000, and 
represents a ee from the 
request levels of nearly $108,000,- 
000. Requests from other funds 
amounted to over $785,000,000 and 
my recommendations to you 
from these funds are in. excess 
of $727,000,000 or nearly $58,- 
000,000 under requests. 

It is not my purpose to im- 
press upon you the size of the 
reductions that have been ef- 
fected, but rather to indicate the 
magnitude of the fiscal problem 
confronting us now and in the 
immediate future. The over- 
whelming proportion of requests 
is related to immediate needs, 
and not to the requirements that 
will inevitably face a few 
years from now. I have made 
reductions, however, in an effort 
to avoid sharp and burdensome 
tax increases. I am fully aware 
that the present tax burden— 
federal, state and local—is a 
heavy one. Tax increases or new 
taxes should only be authorized 
if the need is clearly demon- 
strated—if they are absolutely 
required to finance our neces 
Sary state programs. 

Some reductions from request 
figures have also been made be- 
cause the form of proposed pro- 
grams and expansion of existing 
ones cannot be clearly determ- 
ined at this time. Our responsi- 
bilities to the public require that 
plans for the development of 
state services be clear and 
demonstratively realistic, both in 
terms of financing and execu- 
tion. 

Urges Reasonable Expansion 

There is, in addition, always 
the possibility that overly rapid 
expansion of services may result 
in unwise expenditures. I think 
you will agree that the prudent 
course of action is one that is 
characterized by progress, but 
carried out at a .rate com- 
mensurate with our ability to 
utilize the resources available to 
us. 

Despite these major reduc- 
tions, you will note that pro- 
posed appropriations from gen- 
eral revenue constitute a sizable 
increase over the $406,000,000 ap- 
propriated for the current bien- 
nium. F would like to review 
the major contributing factors to 
this increase. 

The cost of public elementary 
and secondary education has 
risen rapidly in recent years and 
will rise even more sharply in 
the years ahead.

The Missouri State Chamber of Commerce, 
a veteran opponent of state income tax with- 
holding, charges that withholding would open 
“floodgates” for other taxes. Having opened 
the floodgates, it would then “set the stage 
for further tax increases,” the Chamber says. 

Somewhere between these metaphors there 
is a fear common to tax-conscious groups that 
federal taxes would not have gone up so much 
had not the Federal Government withheld its 
income taxes. In view of the expenses of 
war and cold war, this fear should be hard to 
sustain. Yet the opponents still argue that 
withholding dulls tax consciousness. 


@ 
There are two answers to this, we think. 


Does anyone know a taxpayer who is not con- 
scious of his taxes, even if they are withheld? 
Beyond that, withholding is a means of halt- 
ing tax evasion, and hence of raising revenue 
without increasing taxes. Groups that do not 
want higher taxes ought to support withhold- 
ing, not fear it. 

Among the subsidiary arguments, one is 
that withholding would not be necessary if 
the state used its present collection methods 
fully. Few state revenue officials will agree. 
The state is checking state returns against 
federal returns, and has increased prosecu- 
tions, but officials believe there still are 50,000 
or more tax evaders. Many are transients 
who cannot be located; some owe the state 
so little that prosecution would not pay. With- 
holding automatically catches the transients 
and makes most prosecutions unnecessary. 


The Chamber also argues that allowing 
employers, as a credit for withholding taxes, 
2 per cent of the first five thousand dollars 
they collect would not come close to paying 
them for their collection expense. Estimates 
of such expenses vary. The fact remains that 
most employers already withhold federal 
taxes, and get nothing for it. Withholding 
state taxes has not proved unbearable in 20 
withholding states. 


Finally, the Chamber contends that the tax- 
payer would pay two years’ taxes in one: a 
full year of withholding, and the previous 
year’s tax on April 15. The Legislature can, 
if it wishes, avoid such a state windfall. For 
example, the state would lose no income if it 
began withholding on July 1, and taxpayers 
would gain forgiveness of a half-year’s 
liability. 

There are no floodgates here. But the stage is 
already set for some tax in¢reases in Missouri 
to meet increasing public needs and costs of 
services. Does it not make good business 
sense, before raising any taxes, to make sure 
present taxes are collected as fully as possi- 
ble? Withholding is the best answer to that. 


Beginning With Venezuela 

Democracy often walks a tightrope in Latin 
America. A fall on one side would mean 
leftist extremism; on the other, rightist 
dictatorship. Today the government most 
clearly on this tightrope is that of Venezuela, 
where the Post-Dispatch has begun an exten- 
sive series of staff reports on Latin American 
affairs. 


Venezuela’s capital is a skyscraper city 
crowded by slums. Its government has the 
largest income in Latin America, chiefly from 
oil royalties, yet is almost bankrupt because 
of spending by the previous dictatorship. 
Hunger exists despite rich farmlands, 75 per 
cent of which are owned by 2 per cent of the 
landowners. 


To a degree these contrasts are typical of 
much of Latin America. President Betan- 
court is attacking economic problems through 
land reforms and socialist controls, because 
native capital has failed the economy. His 
way is not necessarily the United States way, 
but it is a democratic way. If he fails, Castro- 
ism or Communism may take over, unless 
authoritarian army officers beat them to it. 


Venezuela thus is a logical place for North 
Americans to begin reassessing their Latin 
American policy, but it is only a beginning. 
Before this decade is over, Latin America’s 
population will have exceeded that of the 
United States and Canada for the first time. 
By 1975, the Latin population probably will 
be 303 million; by the end of the century, 592 
million. A new world force is rising in the 
New World. 


It Works Both Ways 


There is a certain appeal in the contention 
of Mrs. Fred Tooze, president of the Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance Union, that so- 
briety is much to be desired among diplo- 
mats and that increasing the State Depart- 
ment’s “representation fund” would jeopar- 
dize national security. An inebriated diplomat 
is worse than useless. But that does not 
mean that because Ambassadors are given 
larger allowances for official functions (at 
which liquor is served) they will descend 
into alcoholism. 

Compared with other countries, our gov- 
ernment has been niggardly with these allow- 
ances. Our Ambassadors have been forced 
to pay many entertainment expenses out of 
their own pockets, which is demeaning for 
representatives of the United States. Does 
anyone think Russian officials pay personally 
for the vodka that flows at their parties? And 
has this damaged their national security? If 
“liquor dulls the brain and loosens the 
tongue,” as Mrs. Tooze says, perhaps our dip- 
lomats should be furnished with even more 
of it, along with instructions to pour it down 
Premier Khrushchev and his friends. 


Extending the Gold Ban 


Connoisseurs of historical irony will savor 
the fact that it was a Republican President, in 
the. last week of his term, who extended 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s ban on the possession 
or purchase of gold to cover American citizens 
outside as well as inside the country. 

Probably no single act infuriated Roose- 
velt’s conservative critics so much as his exec- 
utive order forbidding Americans to hold 
gold in this country except for artistic and 
industrial uses. The order was necessary to 
effectuate the decision to go off the gold 
standard. But it was bitterly attacked as inter- 


ference with the rights of property. That it 


did impair property rights was quite true; but 
most Americans concluded that the social 
purposes thus served outweighed any injury 
to the rights of a few. If the individual right 
to own and trade in gold meant that the na- 
tional economy had to be tied to international 
fluctuations over which our Government had 
no control, most Americans were willing to 
sacrifice it. 


But the ultra-conservatives who believed 


. 


that a nation should not attempt to control 
its own economic destiny, never forgave 
Roosevelt for his gold order. Actually, F.D.R. 
made the order no broader than it had to be 
to carry out its main purpose. He made no 
effort to ban gold transactions by Americans 
abroad. Now, a quarter of a century later, it 
is Dwight D. Eisenhower who does that, as 
one of several steps designed to cope with 
the outflow of gold. * 


The new order has the same justification 
as the old—that the rights of a few must 
give way to the welfare of the whole nation. 
The principle is sound, and we are glad it 
has bipartisan support. 


A Look Ahead in Space 


The rocket and space program and its ma- 
chinery must be overhauled, more money 
spent and better high-level supervision pro- 
vided if the Kennedy campaign promise to 
catch up with and surpass Soviet Russia in 
this field is to be kept. Strenuous efforts in 
this direction are urged by the nine-man 
panel of distinguished civilians which the 
President-elect named to make a survey of 
missile-space matters. 


The panel was unusually well qualified. It 
was headed by Dr. Jerome B. Wiesner of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, who is to 
be Mr. Kennedy’s chief science adviser. Among 
its members was Trevor Gardner, who re- 
signed in 1957 as Assistant Secretary of the 
Air Force for Research and Development. At 
that time he warned that the Defense Depart- 
ment was neglecting missile development. 

There was a note of urgency in the group’s 
warning that the “lagging” ballistic missile 
program must be accelerated “if we are to 
have the secure deterrent force soon that the 
country has been led to expect.” Two meas- 
ures were proposed for this purpose: (1) set- 
ting up a more efficient management of the 
missile program; and (2) putting all military 
space programs under a single agency. 

Reactivation of the Space Council, which 
the Eisenhower Administration practically 
forgot, would provide the needed over-all 
direction of civilian and military space pro- 
grams, the report said. Mr. Kennedy has 
already said that he would name Vice Presi- 
dent-elect Johnson as the Council head. As 
the panel warned, “a very competent and 
experienced staff” will be needed. 


It is going to take far more than struc- 
tural changes in organization to rebuild the 
missile-space program. It would be well to 
recall the words of Maj. Gen. John Medaris, 
the Army’s missile chief who resigned in 
disgust after saying, “The most frustrating 
thing in our space effort is the frequency 
of re-examination to see if we should go ahead 
today with what we decided to do yesterday.” 

It was exactly that kind of spirit which in 
December, 1959, led to the killing off of the 
Vega project. As the nation’s first bona fide 
moon and planetary rocket, Vega would have 
had the propulsion to put us in the same 
rocket league with Moscow. It would have 
been ready now had it not been for this 
termination decision. 

The panel was quite fair in giving recogni- 
tion for scientific discoveries made in space. 
It was at the same time wise to point out 
that we cannot count too much on this su- 
periority. As the panel said, “It will be easier 
for the Russians to catch up with us in in- 
strument development than for our engineers 
to catch up with the Russians in the tech- 
niques of propulsion.” 

The report did, as the panelists conceded, 
show evidence of haste. But it stands as a 
warning, a blueprint and a thought-provoking 
guide to action by a fresh and, we hope, more 
energetic Administration. 


The Arch in the Budget 


It is encouraging that among the various 
budgetary items for the St. Louis area Presi- 
dent Eisenhower included $9,487,000 for the 
riverfront,memorial. In his original budget 
for the 1961 fiscal year, the President had 
asked only $1,625,000, thus raising a threat 
that the work would be allowed to grind to a 
halt—without hope of completion by 1964 of 
what should be the central, permanent feature 
of the city’s bicentenary. 

Credit goes to the St. Louis congressional 
delegation, the city administration and all 
who helped to impress the memorial’s im- 
portance on the White House and the Budget 
Bureau. Credit also goes to Senator Syming- 
ton for his timely efforts on behalf of the new 
recommendation. He and his St. Louis col- 
leagues should be as successful with the in- 
coming Kennedy Administration, thus saving 
all concerned from yet another ordeal of 
anxiety. The case for the memorial has been 
made repeatedly. 


Opportunity Instead of Dread 

Despite an occasional display of impres- 
sive power,.those in charge of American for- 
eign policy have long been “running scared.” 
This may help to win elections, but reiterated 
dread of “the Communist menace,” the re- 
sulting emphasis on “containment” and “re- 
taliation,” and a disdain of neutrals, has 
worked against our prestige. 

For this beleaguered posture, the Kennedy 
Administration will substitute quiet confi- 
dence and prudent courage, judging by what 
Dean Rusk, the next Secretary of State, told 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. He 
forecast no radical changes in specific situa- 
tions. But for what some Senators “viewed 
with alarm,” he used a fresh word: “oppor- 
tunity.” Thus, when Senator Capehart ob- 
served that “we have one vote against 98” in 
the U.N., Mr. Rusk replied: 


I do not believe that we should look upon 
the increased membership of the United 
Nations as a burden because I believe there 
is much we can do to make of it an oppor- 
tunity. 


With restrained optimism and democratic 
faith, Mr. Rusk said that despite the “power 
and dynamism” of Communism, the West 
holds the stronger hand. Most of the new. 
African states are accustomed to Western 
guidance. Given prompt and practical help, 
they are not likely-to be impressed by 
Khruschchev’s posturings as “the champion 
of freedom at the expense of those of us who 
invented it.” 

Rusk’ saw similar opportunities in Latin 
America and elsewhere for open-minded, co- 
operative American leadership. He did not 
ignore grave issues, yet it was heartening 
that he did not once use dire talk of Red 
threats, but instead pointed out. opportunity— 
and seemed full of a patient determination 
to make the very most of it. |

Soviet Science on Disarmament 


Moscow Visitor Feels Russians Want Peace and Are Flexible on Controls

The Russians talk incessantly about 
disarmament; the Americans are pre- 
occupied with the Soviet threat to the 
security of the free world. Is there 
a way to narrow this difference in 
national approaches to the problems of 
peace and security? 


Though the official channels of com- 
munication have dried up since the 
abortive Summit meeting, the need 
for informative international discus- 
sions has not diminished. With this 
in mind, a group 
of Americans, in- 
cluding Leo Szil- 
ard, Jerome Wies-

The occasion was the Sixth Interna- °

The first three 
were subsidized by Cyrus Eaton, but 
the later meetings have been assisted 
by a group of small foundations inter- 
ested in international scientific co- 
operation. 


What exactly have we learned from 
the Moscow Conference? The impres- 
sions which follow are purely per- 
sonal. They are based, however, on 
the official discussions and on addi- 
tional private talks with the Russian 
participants and other pr~minent Rus- 
sian scholars. 


My principal impression was that 
the Russians sincerely and even des- 
perately want peace and that they 
believe that this goal can be achieved 
only through “general and complete 
disarmament.” 


Teaching Both Ways 


The Ford Foundation has found a 
far-reaching purpose for a grant of 
$2,500,000. The money goes to the 
Council of Learned Societies, to pro- 
vide fellowships for Europeans to 
study in America. Those chosen will 
be mainly future secondary -school 
teachers. Part of the grant will also 
be used to help European universities 
to maintain professorships of Ameri- 
can history and literature.

This belief is strengthened by their 
apprehension that in a few years nu- 
clear weapons will spread to several 
new countries which are not likely to 
show the same restraint in their use 
as the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 


The odds are too great that in one 
of these countries a Hitler-like leader 
will come to power and bring a disas- 
ter upon all. An agreement on dis- 
armament must be reached and made 
enforceable on all the nations before 
this so-called Nth-country problem 
becomes serious. 


My second major impression in Mos- 
cow was that the Russians are more 
flexible in their attitude toward dis- 
armament and controls than is gen- 
erally understood. They not only re- 
peat interminably that they will ac- 


* cept complete controls if disarmament 


is complete, but they seem willing to 
accept substantial controls in a first 
stage if that stage includes a substan- 
tial amount of disarmament. 


On the other hand, they will not ac- 
cept any meaningful controls if the 


first stage is limited to “‘studies’’ a 
minor arms-control measures. 
Assuming that the United States cor 
tinues to adhere to the goal of ‘‘com 
plete and general disarmament under 
effective international controls,” ac- 
cepted in several official statements 
in 1959 and 1960, the discussions in the 
future need to be focused on two is- 
sues: what substantial measures of 
disarmament are possible in the first 


. stage, and what measures of control 


are proportional to these disarmament 
measures? 


The Russians would like to concen- 
trate in the first stage on a modified 
version of the French proposal for 
the abolition of means of delivery of 
nuclear weapons (missiles, bombers, 
submarines and long-range guns). 


They seem to have no objections to 
including in the first stage other steps, 
e.g., with respect to conventional weap- 
ons and the size of the armed forces, 
which the Americans might desire. 

They repeatedly challenged the Amer- 
icans to produce a scheme for the 
necessary controls and indicated a 
willingness to accept them provided 
that they are actually ‘‘proportionate”’ 
to the amount of disarmament agreed 
upon in the first stage. In this connec- 
tion, they expressed an interest in a 
new American suggestion for phasing 
both disarmament and controls on a 
regional basis. 


This proposal would involve a pre- 
liminary division of each country into 
a specified number of regions and a 
disclosure of the amount of arma- 
ments contained in each region. While 
each side would divide its territory 
the way it seemed best, the other side 
would be allowea to choose, in each 
disarmament period, one of the re- 
gions to be both disarmed and thor- 
oughly inspected. 

Special controls would also he insti- 
tuted to prevent the shifting of arma- 
ments from one region to another after 
a region has been selected. Both sides 
agreed to study further the implica- 
tions of this approach.

In an entertainment world ob- 
sessed by bigness, by impor- 
tance, Michael Flanders and 
Don Swann come as a refresh- 
ing and encouraging note. 


Here is a so-called revue—it is 
nothing of the sort, really—in 
which two men sit On an un- 
decorated stage, with just a piano 
to keep them company. Just wit, 
subtlety, irony and good-natured 
humor through the medium of 
patter and cheerful little ditties 
for two hours. ‘‘At the Drop of 
a Hat,”’ which opened at the 
American Theater last night for 
a week's run, has practically 
nothing except entertainment. 


Of the two Englishmen, Flan- 
ders, who wrote the lyrics for 
all the songs except one, carries 
the comic ball. He does almost 
all the wry comment between 
songs and most of the singing in 
a rich and dryly assertive bari- 
tone. He is a dark-eyed, black- 
bearded, big-shouldered man in 
a wheelchair (polio after naval 
service in World War II). He has 
the urbanity and crisp dryness 
of a Peter Ustinov. But he never 
smiles. So his straight-faced hu- 
mor is all the more accentuated 
in its gay insanity. 

There is an occasional shaft 
of satire as in his ‘Reluctant 
Cannibal’’ who was considered a 
radical because he didn’t think 
it right to eat people. But more 
often he is merely outrageously 
nonsensical as in the recitation 
about the utterly bored tennis 
umpire, who is completely ex- 
hausted from turning his head 
back and forth, back and forth 
(‘“‘bomp . bomp” says Mr. 
Flanders, making  plunking 
noises like the stroking of a ten- 
nis ball) and who is overcome 
with delight by a lob because he 
can lift his head up in an arc. 


He can go completely over- 
board, a fanatic light in his eye, 
as he chants about the ‘“‘g-nu, 
the g-noblest work of g-nature in 
the zoo.”’ Or about the love 
problems of a wart hog. Or get 
roguish and devilish with a Vic- 
torian naughty song like ‘Ma 
deira, M’Dear,” which is as 
harmless as his ode to a hippo 
potamus. He and Swann can 
work themselves into a be-bop 
fervor just over reading a pro- 
gram annotation (English) 
“Smoking is permitted in the au- 
ditorium,” and swoon in oleagi- 
nous lyrical splendor merely in 


a recitative about how the audi- | 
ences may file out of the the- 


ater. 

Swann, who plays the piano 
for the act and wrote the music, 
is a wispy blond creature with 
a falsetto voice who can (al- 
though his parents went to 
Wales by way of the Caucasus) 
work himself into an Irish tenor

sort of lyrics (by Sidney Carter) | 


in “The Youth of the Heart,”’ 
be a Dennis Day innocent, or 
slide into a wild jazz frenzy. 

It is a curiously different sort 
of thing. It doesn’t try the biting 
sort of satirization. Flanders 
and Swann have no enemies. It 
is merely a stimulating reminder 
that it is good to be around and 
have fun, an exercise in charm 
and wit. For that we thank 
them.

Frank W. Taylor, former man- 
aging editor of the old St. Louis 
Star-Times, died yesterday at 
Green Bay, Wis., following a 
stroke.

Each is ag 
expert on his instrument, but, 
even more important for cham- 
ber music purposes, each is 
aware of his colleagues. As a re- 
sult, they display not merely 
technical unanimity, but musical 
rapport. This rapport is parti- 
cularly important in so hetero- 
dox and potentially unbalanced a 
medium as the piano trio. 


It is a tricky medium from 
the composer’s standpoint. Lack- 
ing the flexibility of the duo 
sonata, it similarly lacks the 
grandeur of the piano 
quartet or quintet, and — quite 
apart from its unfortunate tea- 
room associations—it has rarely 
provoked significant composers 
into outpourings worthy of their 
mettle.

The program last night con- 
sisted of two illustrations of this 
observation, and one glaring ex- 
ception to it, in the guise of 
Beethoven's ‘‘Archduke’’ Trio.

THE QUESTION IS: How 
should South play the hand 
against a spade lead by West? 

Suppose declarer takes the ace 
and draws two rounds of trumps. 
He then cashes the A-K of dia- 
monds and ruffs a diamond. 
After trumping a spade, South 
ruffs his last diamond in dummy 
and continues by trumping an- 
other spade. 

By this time South has nine 
tricks but is out of gas, because 
his last four cards consist of a 
heart and three clubs and he 
must lose them regardless of 


what he does next. So he goes 
down one. 

It does seem at first glance 
that the contract is headed for 
defeat, because there are four 
losing tricks. The defenders 
have a sure trump trick coming 
as well as three club tricks. 
However, once the spade is led, 
South can salvage the hand if 
he takes a long distance view of 
his prospects. 

Declarer sees that there are 
three club losers and that the 
fate of the hand probably de- 
pends upon whether he loses a 
trump trick. Rather than base 
his hopes entirely on the luck 
of a favorable trump break, 
South should try to add to his 
chances by taking steps to over- 
come an unfavorable trump 
division if it exists.

A. Anybody who has had sore, 
itching feet can sympathize with 
your dog who has four itching 
feet tastend of two. It has been 
thought that a fungus similar to 
athletes foot was responsible for 
this condition in dogs but this 
has never been proven to my 
satisfaction. Whatever the cause 
of this disease, particularly com- 
mon in dogs during the summer 
months, the cure is not a local 
application. This will only in- 
crease his desire to lick them. 
We have found that most cases 
respond readily to medication 
with one of the modern steroids 
either by itself or with a tran- 
quilizer, given by injection or by 
mouth. As these are potent 
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drugs, they can only be admin- 
istered under the direction of a 
veterinarian.

Iron in Your Diet 


DIET IS EXTREMELY important in maintaming the 
health of our blood. Several conditions can cause anemia, but 
the most usual cause is an inadequate amount of iron in the 
diet. This mineral is essential to the manufacture of hemo- 
globin. Small amounts of copper also are necessary for the 
proper utilization of the iron. : 

Diet-induced anemia is not unusual. Many of the highly 
refined and polished foods have a low iron content and many 
folks eat sparingly of foods rich in iron such as vegetables and 
salad greens and meat. A deficiency in protein intake is a 
factor in certain types of anemia. Vitamin C deficiency also 
has been thought to play a part in anemia. 

A mild anemia is not rare during pregnancy. This is espe- 
cially apt to happen if the prospective mother experiences 
nausea during the first few m s of pregnancy. The mother’s 
blood must carry oxygen and food for two instead of one. 
Therefore, an iron-rich diet is especially important during this 
nine months. If thé future mother runs into anemic trouble, 
her physician probably will prescribe some iron supplement, 
and reinforce her diet with iron potent foods, proteins and 
vitamins. 

Babies usually 
to last them for several months, but if the mother was anem 
during pregnancy the baby may be anemic, too. These children 
are more susceptible to infections and should be treated early.

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Max Morath Revives “The Ragtime Era’ 


Driving Manners? Colorado Pianist on be serie neers | ae He Came to Play Old Tunes—Winning Fans on Educational TV

AMERICAN RAGTIME music, 
whose golden days fall roughly 
between 1890 and the end of 
World War I, has found an ex- 
citing new champion in Max 
Morath. He is a little-known 
entertainer from Colorado who 
is moving with giant strides 
into the circle of high priests 
of this music, generally classed 
among the true roots of Ameri- 
Can jazz. 

Morath’s ascendancy as a rag- 
time expert is coming about 
through a National Education 
Television program,' “‘The Rag- 
time Era,” being presented on 
videotape this winter by 53 edu- 
cational TV stations across the 
land. The St. Louis outlet for 
the series of 12 weekly programs 
is KETC (Channel 9). The sta- 


on is presenting a new chapter 


each Tuesday night at 9 o'clock, 
repeating it the following Friday 
at the same time. 

Several television critics who 
have watched Morath’s show 
have predicted bigger things 
ahead for him. A Denver col- 
umnist, after seeing one of the 
shows just after they were taped 
last spring, wrote: “ ‘The Rag- 
time Era’ will win an award of 
some sort and make a nationally 
known performer out of Max 
Morath. a ragtime Leonard 
Bernstein.”’ 

“We expected the program to 
go over well here because of St. 
Louis’s illustrieus association 
with the true early ragtime piano 
music,”” said a KETC official, 
“but the response has exceeded 
our maximum expectations. Mail 
has been unusually heavy, and 
just about every complimentary 
letter asks, ‘Who is this fellow 
Morath, anyway?’” 

The answer came from Morath 
himself when he was in town 
recently to donate his time and 
talent for a special promotion 
film for KETC. The filmed show, 
tied in with a fund drive for the 
non-profit educational station, 
will be carried by KETC on Jan. 
24 at 8:30 p.m. and Feb. 1 at 
8 p.m. and it will be made avail- 
able for showing before P.-T-A. 
and other school groups upon 
request. 

In the special film, which has 
the setting of an old-fashioned 
saloon of the type where rag- 
time music often was spawned, 
Morath wears a derby hat, spats 
and vest. chews on a Cigar, 
plays and sings old songs just 
as he does in ‘The Ragtime 
Era’ episodes. One of his piano 
numbers is Tom Turpin’s ‘‘St. 
Louis Rag,”’ plaved from the 
original 1903 sheet music bor- 
rowed here from Russ Cassidy, 
a former president of the St. 
Louis Jazz Club. Also prom- 
inentiy on the piano is the sheet 
music, from Cassidy's collec- 
tion, of another early rag, ‘St. 
Louis Tickle.” 

Between numbers, Morath ex- 
plains in his relaxed manner 
just what KETC is, what it is 
doing and for whom it is doing 
it. The film’s closing announce- 
ment is by Vincent Price, the 
actor, who formerly lived in St. 
Louis 

During his weekend visit here, 
Morath talked unpretentiously 
about himself at a candle-lit din- 
ner table. First surprise on 
meeting him, after viewing sev- 
eral of his television programs, 
was the discovery that he is 
only 34 years old. 

On TV, with makeup, the an- 
tique clothes, and good acting 
combined with a sort of moun- 
tain drawl, Morath appears to 
be much older. Of such ripe 
years, in iact, that the initial 
impression is that he could be 
old enough to haye lived through 
part of the ragtime years that 
he talks about so knowledgeably. 
Maybe he could have known 
such people as Harry Von Til- 
zer, George M. Cohan, the early 
Irving Berlin and such classic 
ragtime piano player-composers 

Scott Joplin, James 

Joseph Lamb. Per- 
haps he could have been a song 
plugger in the early days of Tin 
Pan Alley. 

Nothing of the sort. Morath 
was born in Colorado Springs in 
the roaring 1920s. His father 
was in the real estate business 
and his mother, at that time, 
was playing piano accompani- 
ment for silent movies. It was 
from her that Morath learned a 
lot about a style of piano playing 
that was something of a carry- 
ever from authentic ragtime. 

“Mother still plays piano for 
me once in awhile, and I love 
to hear it,” Morath said, “but 
she’s been kept pretty busy the 
last 15 years as society editor 
of the Gazette-Telegraph at Colo- 
rado Springs. She always did 
like to write.” 

Morath, with no thought of a 
career in music, went off to 
Colorado College and received 
a bachelor’s degree in English 
in 1948. The bug to be an enter- 
tainer bit him while he was 
spending the 1951 summer at the 
NBC. Television and Radio In- 
stitute at Stanford University. 
He became a radio and television 
actor, announcer, newscaster 
and director at Station KRMA 
in Denver. 

Then in 1954, after thoroughly 
grounding himself in the popular 
music of the 1890s and early 


years of this century, he became 


music director of the Imperial 
Hotel Melodrama at Cripple 
Créek, familiar to many summer 
tourists. For the next five years 
he held this job and became 
something of an institution. He 
accompanied the plays, wrote 
songs for melodramas, including 
the tear-jerker ballads, and also 
filled in at intermission with 
solid ragtime solos. Recordings 
of his playing, on the Barbary

were sold at the show, and are

Morath’s summer sessions at 
Cripple Creek were sought out 
by a number of foreign ex- 
change students seeking direct 
touch with this country’s mu- 
sical past. Once a Hindu stu- 
dent became so moved with 
Morath’s ragtime playing that 
he ran onto the stage in the 
midst of the performance and 
exchanged his turban for the 
pianist’s derby. 


Cripple Creek, : 
piayed an important role in 
leading Morath’s paternal an- 
cestors to Colorado in the first 
place His grandfather and 
three of his brothers went from 
St. Louis to seek fortunes in the 
Cripple Creek gold rush in the 
1890s. 

“This explains how I became 
a son of Colorado instead of 
maybe Missouri,’ Morath said 
with a chuckle. He recalled that 
an uncle, Theodore Morath, op 
erated a tea and coffee business 
in ot, Lou 5 for manv vears

As evidence that television is 
widening his audience, Morath 
is now in Toronto for a five-week 
engagement at a club whose 
owner is a devotee of ragtime 

“It will be the longest I’ve 
ever been away from my family, 
and I only hope I can stand it,”’ 
Morath remarked. 

The Moraths live in 
wood, a suburb of Denver, 
they are active in community 
affairs and in the Episcopal 
church. They have two daugh- 
ters, 4 and 6 years old, and are 
expecting a baby in about two 
months. Mrs. Morath is the 
former Norma Tackitt of Eldon, 
Mo. She also attended Colorado 
College and for two years’ Was 
an actress with the Crippie 
Creek melodrama company. 

It was Morath’s fervor for 
ragtime music and his unique 
knowledge of it that convinced 
KRMA-TV officials they should 
do a series of programs on the 
ragtime period for National Edu- 
cational Television. 

“My face of indeterminate age 
also worked in my favor,’’ Mor- 
ath added. 


Director Jim Case and Pro- 
ducer Marvin Hall of the sta- 
tion designed the series to in- 
troduce the mood and the 
popular music of America 
from 1890 to 1920, to recreate 
this memorable but naive age 
through its syncopated rags, 
its blues, ballads, barber shop 
harmony and war songs. Mor- 
ath’s job was to tie the music 
in with the era’s trend toward 
realism and its undercurrents

DEAR DR. MOLNER: About 10 years ago a doctor told | 


me I had pellagra. All he did was put me on a diet. It cleared 
up but now the trouble is back. Can you tell me what causes 
it? E. W. 


For years the true reason wasn’t known, but now it is. 
It’s a lack of enough B complex vitamins, and mainly vita- 
min B2. 

In severe cases, vitamins can be injected, and recovery 
starts very quickly, sometimes within a matter of hours. 

The only way to recover fully and stay well is to get more 
foods containing the B vitamins: Meat (especially liver), and 
whole grain products, Peanuts also have a lot. Potatoes, yams, 
cornbread, which are frequently eaten in the South, don’t have 
much of the necessary vitamins.
